and its tour through Canada in addition to stimulating 
interest in soceer—a stimulation which it needs—speaks 
well for the class of football which they play in. this 
country. The fact that every team which the Corinthi- 
ans have played has pul up a stiff Nght agains! the 
Englishmen gives the followers of the game some idea 
of the quality of football whieh they are playing right
